He is presently under contract to publish "tourist-type maps", 
with the L. B. Prince Company, Lithographers, 4019 North 
Fifth Road, Arlington, Virginia, the President being MARIUS 
PRINCE. He said his wife and family will reside permanently 
at 2460 Northwest 208th Street, and that he will commute a 
few days each month to Miami to visit them. 

On January 10, 1964, MARIA RECA1DE, 2435 Northwest 
207th Street, Carol City, Miami, Florida, a nearby neighbor 
to subject, advised the subject and his family returned 
to their home (above) on or about December 1, 1963. Shortly 
after that, he again returned to the Arlington, Virginia - 
Mashington, D.C. &rea. She recalled seeing him in the 
neighborhood, and in fact, he used her telephone, two or 
three days after Christmas. Shortly after that, subject’s 
wife advised her that he had returned to the Arlington, 
Virginia -Washington, D.C. area, and would not return again 
for at least three or four weeks. 

INVESTIGATION AT MIAMI. FLORIDA 

The following investigation was predicated upon 
a telephone call on December 2, 1963, to the Oklahoma City 
Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) by 
Mrs. MARIA RECA1DE, nee DEL MONACO, 2435 Northwest 207th 
Street, Miami, Florida, during which she advised as 
follows t 
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On December 1, 1963. MANUEL RIEGO, a pro -CASTRO, 
communist , Cuban refugee, residing at 2480 Northwest 208th 
Street, visited the DEL MONACO residence, where Mrs. RECAUSE 
resides, and informed the following in general conversation: 

RIEGO stated he had just returned from Washington, 
D X. He claimed he had knowledge that President KENNEDY 
was going to be assassinated prior to the actual occurence, 
and claimed he knew of LEE HARVEY 0 SWA ID, RIEGO claimed a 
"member of KENNEDY'S own group" also bad advance knowledge 
that President KENNEDY was going to be assassinated. RIEGO 
claimed a revolution will occur in ’Puerto Rico similar to 
the revolution which occurred in Cuba. 

RECAIDE has learned from RIEGO that he claims to 
be actively meeting with a pro -CASTRO connjunist group in the 
Miami area. These meetings are accomplished during fishing 
trips. RIEGO claimed he carries a brown notebook on his 
person, containing names of members of his pro -CASTRO group. 
Mrs. RECAIDE requested she be contacted apart from her 
immediate family, as she did not desire they know she 
furnished the above information. 

On December 2, 1963, as a result of the above, 

Mrs. RECAIDE was interviewed by Special Agents of the FBI 
at Miami, Florida, and furnished the following: 

Mrs. MARIA RECAIDE, nee DEL MONACO, 2435 Northwest 
207th Street, Miami, Florida, advised she had no objection 
to her identity being disclosed to officials of the United 
States Government or interested parties; however, she did 
not desire that her identity and the information she 
furnishes be disclosed to MANUEL RIEGO, as she believes 
he may possibly try to do her bodily harm. 
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She said that until December 1, 1963, she knew 
nothing about RIEGO, other than the fact that he has 
resided for some time In a house that be purchased at 
2460 Northwest 208th Street. About five Months ago, he 
advised her sister, INEZ DEL MONACO, that he wished to 
rent his home, and the transaction was handled through a 
realty company. She recalls that about two weeks ago, he 
wrote to her sister and told her he was planning to return 
to Miami, and would again be moving into his house. He 
arrived on December X, 1963, and her sister has moved to 
her (RECALDE's) residence. 

On December 1, 1963, RIEflO, while in the process 
of moving hia personal belongings from his ear to his home, 
made statements that she considered were very anti -United 
States, and in her belief, could possibly have had something 
to do with the assassination of President KENNEDY. She said 
she telephonically advised a Special Agent friend of hers 
who is presently in Oklahoma City of this. She admitted she 
was very excited during her telephone call, and may have 
made accusations which were actually only her own conclusions 
following her talk with RIEGO. She said RIEGO had been 
drinking, and appeared to be intoxicated. Other individuals 
who overheard at least part of the conversation were her 
mother, CAROLINA DEL MONACOS her two brothers, ROBERTO, age 
24, and LUIS, age 16, and her younger sister, GIOUAMA , age 
14. She requested, however, that the members of her family 
not be interviewed at this time. 

Among other things, the assassination of President 
KENNEDY was mentioned, and RIEGO made the following general 
statements, from which she drew her conclusions, as set 
out in her conversation with’ the Oklahoma City FBI Offices 
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RIEGO said, as best she can recall, "They are 
saying that CASTRO and Cuba are responsible for the 
president dying and we all know that Is not true. It was 
probably someone in KENNEDY'S group that didn't like hiss 
and had 0 SWA ID shoot him. Some day soon there will be a 
revolution all over Latin America, including Puerto ( Rico, 
and the United States' yoke of aggression will fall," 

Mrs. RECAIDE asked RIEGO what his future plans 
were, and he said he would be returning to Washington, D.C., 
in a week to continue in his work of selling tourist-type 
maps; however, tomorrow, December 2, 1963, he Intended to 
go fishing. She asked him if be liked to fish, and he 
answered, "No, but I'm going fishing with my cousin where 
we can talk as there are no witnesses that wayJ ! The 
name of his cousin was later determined by RECAIDE as 
being ROBERTO MORE IRA RIEGO. 

Concerning the brown notebook with the names of 
pro -CASTRO communists in Miami, she said he brought out 
the book from his coat pocket, and said he has the names 
of many persons in Miami in a book, including CARLOS PRIG 
SOCARRAS, former Cuban President. She surmised these 
persons were also pro -CASTRO o She admitted that RIEGO 
did not say so; however, nor did he say he has met other 
pro -CASTRO Cuban exiles while fishing. He did not say he 
knew OSWAID, nor that he has ever known OSWALD . RIEGO 
did not claim to have advance knowledge of the assassination. 
It was her opinion that he might have had knowledge of same. 

Mrs. RECAIDE said she would be glad to furnish 
the FBI with apy additional information she might obtain 
concerning RIEGO, if she receives any additional pertinent 
information.

Miami* Florida* ms interviewed on December 3, 1963, and | 

advised any statement he made could be used against him 

In a court of law, He was advised of hi® right to advice 

of counsel. If he so desired. He said he understood the 

foregoing, and that he would be more than willing to 

cooperate and answer any questions that might be asked 

of him. 

When RIEGO was questioned regarding his past 
statements in favor of the CASTRO Government and FIDEL CASTRO, 
he said he has been told that he -has made such statements, 
and realized that the United States Government had been 
Investigating him for some time, possibly regarding these 
statements. He claimed he could honestly state that 
if he has praised CASTRO, he did so while under the 
influence of liquor, and did not recall what he said. He did 
recall that his problems always began when he was in a bar 
and was drinking. Because he is latin, with dark Latin 
features, people would always strike up a conversation with 
him by asking him what he thinks of FIDEL CASTRO, and he has 
always answered, "CASTRO personally I believe is a good man." 

Then, the argument begins. He said it is usually after 
this that he does not recall what he says. He denied being 
a communist or a member of the Conraunlft Party (CP). He 
said he has always admired FIDEL CASTRO as an individual, 
but he does not believe in his government or his teachings. 

Be denied ever knowing LEE HARV^^SWAID, or even . , 

hearing of hiny until he was charged with the assassination 
of President KENNEDY. He said he was as upset over the 
assassination of President KENNEDY as any American could be.

Mr. and Mrs. GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHILDT were .interviewed 
by NORMAN E. WARNER, First Secretary, American Habass’y, Port-au- 
Prince, Haiti, on December 4, 1963. They advised as follows; 

They first met / lEE HARVEY^OSWALD 'and mar WALD -T frl ~ 
in the summer of 1962, through" GEORGE BODHE, whoa they described ~“ i ' 
as a sort of local philanthropist in Dallas who is always 
willing to help in unfortunate cases, and KAXieLARX, the 
DE MOHRENSCHILDTS’ lawyer , of Fort Wor th .Teafes . 

When the DE MOHRENSCHIUJTS first met the OSWALDS, 
the latter seemed to be in difficult financial circumstances. 

Their friends, among them MAX CLARK and GEORGE BOUHE , were 
Interested in securing help for them, and the DE MOHRENSCHILDTS 
introduced the OSWALDS to a number of people in the Dallas area. 
Their acquaintance spanned the period from the summer of 1962 
to early 1963, when the DE MOHRENSCHILDTS took the OSWALDS to a 
Christmas party in Dallas. They did not see the OSWALDS after 
this time. 



In the summer of fall of 1962, LEE HARVEY OSWALD gave 
Mr. DE MOHRENSCHILDT a typed resume of his experiences in a 
factory in Minsk, USSR, in wh4ch he criticized a lot of things 
in Russia. On one occasion, Urs. DE MOHRENSCHILDT asked OSWALD 
why he had returned to the United States from Russia, to which 
OSWALD replied, "I did not find there what I was looking for.” 

The DE MOHRENSCHILDTS stated they fcne w of no connection 
with any organization on the part' 6f LEE HARVEY OSWALD. They 
said "nobody could stand him," and the DE MOHRENSCHILDTS 
questioned his mental stability. 

They said their main interest in the OSWALDS had been 
in helping Mrs. OSWALD get medical attention for herself and 
baby, supplying clothing for ‘her, securing English language 
records for her, and otherwise helping her. 
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Mr. And Mrs. DE MOHRENSCHILDT were again interviewed 
by Mr. WARNER ajti the American Embassy in Port-au-Prince on 
Deceabsi 19, 1963. 

They stated Mr. PE M01&ENS had been in Haiti in 
■hoot 1961 returned in March, 1963, spent one week, then 
JESnX to Sius unSl April 19, 1963! The PE MOHRENSCHIICTS 
then visited New York and Philadelphia, returning to Dallas at 
the end of May for two days to pack their things and raake final 
arrangements to move to Haiti. They then left Dallas for Haiti, 
entering the latter country on June 2, 1963. They stated they 
did not see the OSWALDS on their visit to Dallas at tpe end of 
May, 1963. 

Concerning the resume given him to read by LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD, GEORGE DR MOHRENSCHILDT ptated he glanced through it 
casually and returned it to him in a few days. 

Mr DE MOHRENSCHILDT said that he and his wife had 
been very active in helping needy people around Dallas, 
had been involved in "many charitable works. He commented that 
'’all the people in Dallas who knew the OSWALDS knew them purely 
from 1 '.the point of view of helping them;" that there was sympathy 
for Mrs. OSWALD in particular because she was Russian and in a 
strange land, unable to speak English. 

Interview with MARIKA OSWALD 

MARINA OSWALD was interviewed at str ® et * 

Dallas, on December 17, 1963, by SAS fNATOLE ^ BOGUSLAV and 
WA LLA CE R. HEITMAN. She advised, in part, as follows. 

She and her husband had been fairly good of 

GEORGE and JEANNE DE MOHRENSCHILDT. LEE HARVEY OSWALD had , 
liked GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHILDT because he P 0 ****®* 1 

affairs with OSWALD and would listen to what OSWALD had to Bay. 
Also, OSWALD would listen to DE MOHRENSCHILDT "s ideas. MARINA 
pointed out that OSWALD would not gener a lly llste^ jarticgly 
to what others had to say about political things if the others 
did not agree with him. She. said OSWALD was somewhat afraid of 
DE MOHRENSCHILDT, who was big in stature and talked loudly. 
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She described GEORGS BE MOHRENSCH ILDT as a good 
humanitarian who was interested in other people. She said 
be was often accused of being a communist because he viewed 
things objectively. She said he was not a communist and would 
laugh at people who called him one. 

MARINA OSWALD said she did not believe GEORGE 
BE MOHRENSCHILDT would ever influence LEE HARVEY OSWALD to do 
anything bad. She said she did not know how much influence 
BE MOHRENSCHILDT had over OSWALD but did-knO* that OSWALD 
listened to him and was a little afraid of him.

VOSHININ said thatjDEMOHRENSCHILDT' belonged to a 
discussion group called theypBohenian Club which was a 
group ~of -free thinkers "who used to meet periodically at the 
Old Warsaw Restaurant. This group had about forty nenbers 
and one BILL HUDSON (phonetic), who had a wife named BETTY, 
was president of the group. 

VOSHININ advised that when the DE M0HRE5SCHILDTS 
were in Mexico a couple of years ago, Soviet Deputy ! Premier 
MIKOYAN was also there. During the parade for MIKOYAS , Mrs. 

DE MOHRENSCHILDT ran out of the crowd, ran up to MIKOYAN, 
and started talking to him in Russian. MIKOYAN reportedly 
became quite alarmed at this. This incident allegedly appeared 
ob television . 



YOSHINIH said he could not tell if either Mr. or Mrs. 
DE MOHRENSCHILDT was pro-Soviet . He said DE MOHRENSCHILDT 
does not believe in anything, either religious or political, 
but he could not tell about Mrs. DE MOHRENSCHILtT , who is 
very reserved. He said Mrs. DE MOHRENSCHILDT *s first husband, 
believed by hi* to be named LB GAN, is apparently of unsound 
Bind and is in an institution in Los Angeles, California. 

YOSHINIH stated that DE MOHRENSCHILDT Is currently 
working for the Haitian Government as a geologist . 

From a political point of view, DE MOHRENSCHILDT 
brags that he is a staunch Republican, while his Tjj® 
staunch Democrat. VOSHININ described GEORGE DE MOHRENSCHILDT 
as the type of person who liked to argue, and he recalled having 
heard that DE MOHRENSCHILDT once started an argument hy saying 
he was in favor of Nazi Germany and thought HE2NKICK illHMLSE 

was all right . 
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DE MOHREKSCHILDT has a brother who is a professor 
at Dartmouth, who goes by the last name of VOS MOHKENSCHILDT . 
VOSHIKIK explained that the family was originally from Sweden 
and when they mowed to Russia several generations ago, they 
Germanized their name; then, during World War II, GEORGE 
DE MOHREKSCHILDT changed the prefix of his last name because 
of the anti-German feeling . in the United States. 

VOSHININ said he recalled on one occasion that 
DE MOHRENSCHTLDT told him that an official of the United 
Statds Government, exact organization unknown, came to 
interview DE MOHREKSCHILDT and the latter was amused by how 
he could argue with this Government official. VOSHIKIK said 
that BE MOHREKSCHILDT and his wife are "mixed up, both 
emotionally and politically, and seemed to enjoy it. 

YOSH1NIH recalled that DE MOHRENSCHILDT had a rather 
troubled childhood; his father was arrested by the communists 
after the Soviet Revolution when DE MOHREKSCHILDT aas about 
eight years old and he wandered the streets begging for food, 
living almost like an animal. He then escaped to Poland. 

His father and brother also escaped. VOSHIKIK said that 
DE MOHREKSCHILDT would never talk about his mot ter in any way. 

DE MOHREKSCHILDT attended high school in Pc land and 
upon finishing school started a career in the Polish Army as a 
cavalry officer; however, he did not have sufficient funds 
to pursue this career since most Polish Army officers had t© 
have independent means to maintain themselves. For this reason, 
he left the Polish Army and went to France and Belgium, where 
He studied economics, obtaining a Doctor of Philosophy Degree 
in Economics.

"Uince the information disclosed in that letter 
was judged to be mendacious by the F.B.I. , as is quite 
evident, then with whom the responsibility lies for what 
subsequently happened in Dallas is rather obvious. 
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"Certainly, F.B.I. files in Ylashington, D.C, (or 
Miami, Florida, Mexico City, etc.) reflect who ’Joseph Kramer’ 
is. And, such Information received from a known Communist 
who allegedly had been effective enough to penetrate several 
U.S. military intelligence agencies, should not have been 
ignored. In this respect, the efficacy of the F.B.I. is 
the responsibility of its director, regardless of the 
actions or judgement of his subordinates. 



"In any event, I shall not acquiesce to sit idle 
and maintain silence while the F.B.I. railroads me into 
prison on a phony charge, simply because it cannot have me 
convicted of other matters.

The subject was given a jury trial in the United 
States District Court in El Paso, on May 4 to May 6, 1964, 
and on the latter date was found guilty on both counts of 
Bank Robbery, in violation of Section 2113, Title 18, United 
States Code. 

An article appearing in the May 5, 1964, issue of 
the El Paso Herald Post, a dally newspaper in El Paso, 
entitled ’Bandit Suspect 'Wanted Arrest”’, contained the 
following statement; 

"Dr. Manuel Hernandez, phychiatrist , called as 
defense witness for Richard Case Nagel 1 , today spent more 
than an hour on the stand. He testified In his opinion the 
accused bank robber had a definite emotional or mental 
disorder when he held up the State National Bank. Nagell 
protested his testimony several times." 



The article further stated that NAGELL "testified 
he sought arrest because he believed 'that might provide the 
solution to an unmarital problem’ that beset him. He admitted 
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his Japanese wife had sued him for divorce in California, 
but indicated that was not his primary problem* 

NAGELL 'took the Fifth' and refused to answer when 
asked by one of his attorneys, Joseph Calamia: 'Do you 

adhere to the Communist philosophy? 

"Replying in a steady, clear voice, Nagel I said: 

"1 decline to answer on the ground that my answer might tend 
to incriminate me, * ff 



The article further stated, "Nagell denied he had 
any intention of robbing the State National Bank* He said 
ha lirmly decided to do something to cause his arrest by 
Federal officers , 

"He said he parked his car in an alley where 
parking was prohibited, and went to the Post Office intending 
to fire bullets into the ceiling. He said he mailed three 
letters, one containing $500 in $100 bills, When asked who 
that was sent to, he said the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
knows. Judge Homer Thornberry cautioned Nagell that if he 
would not answer a question, not to add anything beyond his 
refusal to answer. 



'The accused man said numerous persons were in the 
Post Office at the time. He said he looked at the ceiling and 
seeing it was rounded, he decided it was, not a good place to 
shoot, and went out.

An article appeared in the May 6, 1964, issue of 
the El Paso Herald Post , entitled ’’’Rank Bandit’ is Found 
Guilty". According to the article, after the jury in the 
United States District Court in El Paso found the subject 
guilty on two counts of attempting to rob the State national 
Bank on September 20, 1963, "Nagell leaped to his feet after 
the vcidict was lead and shouted the question: 'Y/hy weren’t 

the real issues brought out in this court?' 

"Two deputy L'.E. Marshals took him from the 
courtioom, but as he was taken away he shouted, ’They will 
be sometime-;,' still referring to the undisclosed Issues — 
that he never made public."

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In reading the information contained herein. 

It is important to hear in mind that Pascual Gongora 
Is presently an imate at Creedmore State Mental 
Hospital, Queans , New York, where medical authorities 
have labeled him as Psychotic. 

Of additional interest is the fact that 
Attorney James Egan is attempting to obtain the release 
from Creedmore of Gongora on the basis of a writ of 
- habeais corpus. A hearing date for Gongora is now set 
for June o, 1967. 

On February 28, 1967, a feature article 
appeared in EL Tiempo, one of New York's dally Spanish 
newspapers, written by Editor Stanley Ross, which alleged 
that Premier Fidel Castro of Cuba sent eight teams to 
the United States for the purpose of assassinating 
President John F. Kennedy. In addition, Ross was 
interviewed on several radio and television news programs 
being broadcasted in the New York vicinity, at which 
time he made statements similar to those appearing in 
the newspaper article. 

In substance, Ross claimed that Gongora had _ 
informed American authorities three days prior to the 
President’s assassination that Castro intenfed to order 
President Kennedy killed, and that this plan was to be 
carried out by six to eight teams sent to the United 
States by Castro. According to Ross, Gongora was suspected 
of being a Cuban agent by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 
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When he was picke v d up three days prior to. 
the assassination he freely admitted that he was a 
member of one of the teams sent to Mew York to await \ - 

the opportunity of billing the President. Other teams .. 
were said to have been sent to other cities such as 
Dallas where the President was due to make visits. 

Gongora is quoted as having said that Castro 
was convinced that Kennedy was planning to have him 
killed as he had done to Ngo Dlnh Diem of Vietnam, 
and that Castro decided to kill Kennedy before he, 

Kennedy, got him. 

Boss related that when the President was 
assassinated Gongora was in the Immigration and Naturalization ■ 
Service building in Manhattan and that the North 
American authorities did not know what to do with their 
prisoner, they feared that if they announced his 
detention, the public, in fury and sadness over Kenedy* s 
death, would kill innocent and defenseless Cuban 
anti- Gas troites in the streets. As a result, the 
authorities sought permission from Mexico and Canada to 
deport Gongora to Cuba via their countries. Both 
countries refused to do It. Finally, Spain agreed to 
send Gongora back to Cuba, but the Castro government 
was afraid and refused to recognize Gongora as one of 
their agents. 

Boss went on to say that it would not be ^ 
surprising to him if Gongora were still in the United 
States under another name, inasmuch as he. Boss, claimed 
to have knowledge that Gongora had suggested to the 
authorities at Immigration and Naturalization Service 
that they send him to Key West, Florida.
